KNIGHT TEMPLAR FUND 


From July 1, 1924, to December 31, 
1927, the Student Loan Fund of the 
Grand Encampment, Knights Tem- 
plars of the United States, amounted 
to $1,842,000, which, with cash on 
hand of $218,000, makes a total of 
$1,560,000. Of the 8,398 students 
helped 3,242 are now in school and 
receiving aid. Less than 1 per cent 
of these have had to be charged off 
as loss.

HEALTH — PROSPERITY— 
HAPPINESS 


Every Templar is entitled to be in 
Possession of these three great bless- 
ings and it is Templary’s urge that 
they should be, not simply for the 
benefit of immediate possession but 
for what the intelligence of Templars 
may do with them in the dissemina- 
tion of helpfulness to those less for- 
tunate. Unfortunately for themselves, 
there are many Sir Knights who have 
not gone beyond the ritual and tacti- 
cal portions of our great work and are 
Jacking an understanding of the pur- 
poses of Templary, that is, these have 
not interpreted the lessons or teach- 
ings as it is intended should be done 
and naturally they lose. 

Mere membership in a Commandery. 
will not give one these much to be 
desired possessions, neither will regu- 
lar attendance on the conclaves with- 
out an inquiring mind and a strong 
desire to obtain them, but they are 
here and are yours for the effort you 
expend in the right direction to be- 
come their master. This may all 
sound mysterious but the fact is, it 
is all so simple that many overtook 
the forces, all taught in Templary, 
that will place them ‘right in your 
lands. Think this over. 


NON PAYMENT OF DUES 

A very large majority of delinquents 
are drones.. There are, however, Sir 
Knights courteous and true, but from 
a variety of causes over which they 
have no control, are unable to meet 
their obligations. To these extend 
fraternal consideration. There is Ma- 
sonry in this; but to hesitate in the 
performance of a plain duty to a 
drone, and allow him to treat with ne- 
glect, and often with contempt, the 
claims of his Commandery, is to lower 
ourselves in our own estimation and 
in the respect of good men. It is un- 
fortunate that we have Knights who 
feel that they are so much of an ac- 
quisition that Commanderies will be 
deterred from enforcing duty. To 
these devote particular attention, but 
to the unfortunate frater, charity 
without stint. 
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NON-ATTENDANCE 


We hear much comment on causes 
for non-attendance at Conclaves, the 


most common of which is charged to 
automobiles, radios and movies, but 
on the contrary, we do not believe 
that either or even all three together 
has any ill effect whatever for it is 
plain as regards the automobile, one 
can with much more convenience 
reach his Masonic apartments than 
when confined to street cars; it is be- 
yond belief that anyone would lis- 
ten every evening to a radio program 
without tiring of it; this is not said 
disparagingly, of the very great value 
of the radio; and the same line of 
Teasoning applies to the movies, as 
delightful as these are no person at- 
tends every night. Then what is the 
real cause? We believe the difficulty 
lies in two directions: first, every 
Templar wants to do something for 
his Commandery, yet many of them 
are never asked to assist on commit- 
tee work, hence, these easily drift 
away from their Conclaves because 
their contact is nil and their member- 
ship reduces itself to just receiving 
monthly notices and an annual due 
bill. This condition should be cor- 
rected. Second: Programs should be 
built around the idea of giving to Sir 
Knights valuable thoughts or mess- 
ages which can be taken into their 
lives. It should be remembered that 
Templars are intelligent, busy busi- 
ness and professional men who value 
their time and this is the very reason 
why they will respond—to a program 
which to their minds is made worth- 
while. 

Now then, if anyone thinks it an 
easy matter to arrange a series of 
worth-while programs without effort, 
he is very much mistaken and a trial 
will very quickly disillusion him, but 
it is a very important subject, there- 
for a selected, well-qualified commit- 
tee to attend to this particular job 
should be established in every Com- 
mandery and if done right the results 
will be surprisingly satisfactory and 
profitable to all concerned. 

In other words keep away from the 
ordinary, commonplace type of enter- 


tainment and make the appeal so 
strong that your membership will 
learn they are losing something of 
real benefit and they will attend, in 
fact you will not be able to keep 
them away.

Knights, not men; swords, not picks 
or bludgeons. Knights, not members, 
are what we must have or you had 
better close the Temple.—Georgia.
